Cigare He S logans Cell

What? 

Do they lie? 

How about the one that sings, “It’s 
the tobacco that counts”? That cer- 
tainly is true. Without tobacco there 
would be no cigarettes. People don’t 
smoke for the paper that holds the 
tobacco. No indeed! First they smoke 
because it is the popular thing to do, 
and after that they smoke because 


hey can’t help it. 
That leads up to another slogan 


used by another cigarette company. 
Its aim is to impress on the minds of 
the people how good their product is. 
But it tells a far different story. The 
slogan—‘“Walk a Mile for a Camel.” 
A great truth is housed in these words, 
a truth that the company does not 
want known. It tells the thoughtful 
person that tobacco is habit forming. 
If a person will walk a mile for a 
cigarette, regardless of the brand, it 
is because the habit has sunk poison- 
tipped teeth into his system, making 
him its slave. It is a fact that poison, 
such as nicotine, when taken into the 
body, causes another substance to be 
produced which opposes it. When this 
other substance is at work the smoker 
feels restless and uneasy, and by 
smoking and taking more nicotine in- 
to the body he feels rested and con- 
tent—for a short time. When the after 
results of this last cigarette starts the 
desire for more tobacco it is well to 
remember that a third of a grain of 
nicotine has killed a man. And nico- 
tine is only one of the nineteen 
poisons in a cigarette. No wonder Gene 
Tunney, retired prizefighter, declared, 
“Smoking is a foolish habit, unhealth- 
ful, dangerous and harmful. I have 
never smoked.” 

A minister telling of the many evils 
of tobacco related a personal exper- 
ience. He said that before the Lord 
Jesus took away the desire for tobacco 
he was willing, after a hard day’s work 

n the farm, to smoke a cigarette 
rather than to eat his dinner. Dope 
fiends know what that feeling is like. 
They will starve, steal, murder, or do 
any other crime if it will bring them 
the dope they desire. A smoker who 
will walk a mile for a cigarette or who 
will go without his dinner for one is 
walking hand in hand with his 
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brother, the dope fiend. 

“Something new has been added.” 
That is a catchy slogan. People, espe- 
cially young people, like something 
new. And when it can be purchased 
in combination with an old, much-ad- 
vertised item, and for no extra cost— 
well, they are sure to buy it. This 
something new that was added to this 
certain brand of cigarettes caused one 
smoker to say, “Now I smoke this 
brand of cigarettes regularly.” The 
something new is Laktis, a tobacco 
from the Eastern Mediterranean, and 
the ad says that it gives a new, de- 
lightful flavor to the cigarettes. The 
slogan says it increases the habit- 
forming ability of that particular cig- 
arette, therefore it is highly poison- 
ous. 


“They Satisfy,” is another well- 
known slogan that shouts from the 
housetops the brotherhood of tobacco 
and dope. Nicotine easily passes 
through the lining of the mouth into 
the blood, and when a smoker inhales 
the nicotine is absorbed by the great 
surface of the lungs—equal to 2,000 
square feet. Think of the nicotine that 


passes into these sensitive organs of 
every inhaler. Also the smoke is pass- 
ing between his vocal cords and the 
solid particles in the smoke are caught 
on these cords, and the smoker’s voice 
is spoiled sooner or later. This is why 
singers refrain from smoking. Many 
of the gases in tobacco smoke are ir- 
ritating and all are hot. So it is easy 
to see why Mike Donovan, director of 
the New York Athletic Club for thirty 
years, said, “Any boy who smokes can 
never hope to succeed in any line of 
endeavor.” And why that famous in- 
ventor, Thomas Edison, said, “I employ 
no person who smokes cigarettes.” 
“Take-a-dare offer,” is another 
catchy bit of advertising put out by a 
tobacco company. This company is 
willing to give a free sample of to- 
bacco to anyone who will take the 
offer. They feel confident that after 
smoking the trial package you will 
start buying their product. Why? Be- 
cause it will satisfy that ravishing, 
nerve-destroying hunger that will 
make you walk a mile or leave a 
nourishing dinner for a cigarette. 


Clever bit of advertising. Oh yes, the 
cigarette companies are composed of 
smart people. They have to be in order 
to sell such a habit-forming, health- 
breaking product. But the wise person 
can read two meanings in every slo- 
gan. See if you can’t the next time 
you read one.—Gospel Herald.

The Family 


The family is by far the most im- 
portant institution on earth. It pro- 
duces the raw material that goes to 
make up all other institutions. This 
material is the boys and girls that 
grow into manhood and womanhood 

d enter that field of endeavor where 
hey are best suited to serve. The 
home is the place where they grow 
up and prepare to fill their place in 
other institutions. The influence of 
the home goes with them through 
their entire lives. Therefore the stand- 
ards that control the home should be 
such as will mold a will power and 
a character that will be worthy of a 
place in whatever other institution 
the individual may choose. 

There are four other institutions 
that are worthy of our consideration. 
They are (a) the Church, (b) the 
schools, (c) Our government, and 
(d) our business enterprises. All these 
are directly dependent upon our 
homes. They will all be the kind of 
institutions our people make them, 
and, of course, the people are what the 
homes make them. If these various 
institutions are to prove a blessing to 
mankind, they will have to have fair, 
righteous, and just regulations. They 
can only have these when we train 
their personnel in godly homes. 

The functions of the home are va- 
ried. The father is, according to the 
Word of the Lord, the head of the fam- 
ily. That means that he is superin- 
tendent of the family. His responsibil- 
ities are much greater than those of 
the superintendent of a great railway 
system. He should study and pray for 
divine guidance in directing the af- 
fairs of the home. Nothing should be 
left to chance. Nothing should be done 
without first finding out if it will be 
for the best interest of the family. He 
should feel that he is president of the 
home, and as such he should preside 
over its deliberations with grace and 
wisdom. His actions should be, without 
an exception, to care for the family. 
Even a president is not a king, and 
a parent should not assume the at- 
titude of an absolute monarch. Any 
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member of the family should be given 
a hearing over any grievance that may 
arise. If this is always practiced, all 
will realize that they will get justice 
from their parents, and they will look 
up to them with that degree of re- 
spect, confidence and pride that they 
should. A man who is a good father 
is indeed a great man, and is worthy 
of real respect. 

Although the father is considered 
the head of the home, it is the mother 
who must inevitably play the greater 
role in forming the character and 
disposition of the children. Mother 
teaches them their first words and 
holds their hands while they are 
learning to walk. She is the one who 
dries their tears and comforts their 
hearts over their first taste of sorrow 
and pain. She is the one who tucks 
them to bed at night with a kiss and 
a prayer. The mother is in a position 
to win the child’s heart and make 
him follow her example all through 
life. If she is a godly woman, no one 
else on earth can take her place in 
their hearts. They will have unlimited 
confidence in her, and she can lead 
them to Jesus as soon as they are old 
enough to follow, and nothing can 
cause them to doubt mother’s God. 
But if she is an ungodly woman, and 
causes her children to lose confidence 
in her, then they lose confidence in 
most every one else. They grow hard 
and selfish. They care not for the 
lofty, noble, worth-while things of 
life, but they love the base, vile, un- 
holy things that lead to ruin. 

No family can rise higher than the 
mother who nurtures it.The fine man- 
hood or womanhood that has graced 
the earth in ages past, was the pro- 
duct of some mother’s love, care, pa- 
tience and training. The Apostle Paul 
credited Timothy’s mother and grand- 
mother for the fine character that he 
had, and all because they taught Tim- 
othy to respect the Word of God in his 
youth. The kind of manhood and 
womanhood that will fashion the 
destiny of the future peoples of the 
earth, will be the direct result of the 
mothers of today. So to be a mother, 
a woman should be of the highest

type, morally, spiritually, mentally 
and physically. The men are few 
who would select a woman who is 
paralyzed or deformed to guide their 
homes and mother their children, or 
who would select such an one from 
an asylum for the insane. Yet there 
are many who select those who are 
morally unfit, and bring up families 
who never contribute to any worth- 
while institution, but become wards 
of society. Ezek. 16:44-46 tells us that, 
“As is the mother, so is her daughter,” 
and the mother referred to in this 
passage is one who loatheth her hus- 
band and children. I cannot think of 
anything more tragic than a home 
with such a mother and wife. Such 
a woman cannot demand, nor will she 
receive, the love, respect and honor 
that she should from her husband 
and children. Neither can she imbue 
her offsprings with that high and 
noble character that they so sorely 
need to be a success in this world, or 
to reach heaven after this world. The 
American home is in grave danger 
of abolition. There is one thing that 
can keep it intact, and that is the 
praying mothers, most of whom be- 
long to the Pentecostal bodies of re- 
ligion, of which the Church of God 
is most outstanding with respect to 
women who are pious and holy. So, 
Church of God women, please don’t 
fail us. Keep on praying. Much de- 
pends on your prayers. Help us keep 
our homes intact at least until Jesus 
comes. When He comes and takes the 
praying mothers away, God only 
knows what will become of the homes 
then. 

We have discussed the father and 
mother, but what of the children? 
What is their function in the home? 
The Bible tells us that they are to 
honor their parents, and obey them. 
If they are blessed with godly parents 
it will not be hard to do this. But 
if they have ungodly parents, it is 
often hard to honor and obey them. 
Children should not roam the streets 
and be idle, but they should learn 
early in life to work and make their 
way in the world. They should not de-

Text, 2 Tim. 2:19, “Nevertheless the 
foundation of God standeth sure, 
having this seal, The Lord knoweth 
them that are his.” 

In St. John 10:27 we read these 
words, “My sheep hear my voice, and 
I know them, and they follow me.” 


These two beautiful scriptures es- 
tablish the fact that the Lord knows 
them that are His, and mark me, there 
is a reason why He knows His own. 
It is because they are marked with a 
seal. 

In the symbolism of scripture, a 
seal signifies three things: first, a 
finished transaction, Jer. 32:9-10; 
second, ownership, Jer. 32:11, 12; third, 
security, Esther 8:8; Dan. 6:17; Eph. 
4:30. 

The antichrist also has a system of 
marking them that are his, but oh, 
how different are the markings. Note 
in Rev. 13:16 he caused all, both small 
and great, to receive a mark in their 
hand or forehead. 

We wish to speak of another seal, 
one that is internal, a work of God 
that takes place on the inside. 

In Acts 19:2 we find Paul asking 
the brethren at Ephesus if they had 
received the Holy Ghost “since ye be- 
lieved.” Many are trying to establish 
the fact that the translation is wrong 
and it should read “when ye believed,” 
but I believe that Paul meant just 
what he said when he said “since ye 
believed.” We will all agree that Paul 
was a man of intellect and didn’t goa 
about asking men superfluous ques- 
tions. Paul knew that they were be- 
lievers and if one receives this ex- 
perience when one believes, why ask 
the question “since ye believed”? 

These men were believers and had 
been baptized but they lacked some- 
thing and that was the seal that 
would denote a finished transaction. 
They needed to be sealed, to signify 
ownership. They prayed until they 
were sealed. Act 19:6. This is in har- 
mony with Eph. 1:13, “After that ye 
believed ye were sealed with the Holy 
Spirit of promise.” Compare this with 
Luke 24:49, “Behold, I send the prom- 
ise of my Father upon you.” And 
they obeyed the command to tarry 
until they were endued with the 
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power that comes with the sealing. 
Remember this, friends, God has not 
completed the work He has begun in 
the believer’s life until He has His seal 
upon him. “Who hath sealed us (past 
tense), and given the earnest of the 
Spirit in our hearts.” 

Oh, how I thank God in these days 
of apostasy, when so many are being 
led away by doctrines of false proph- 
ets and seducing spirits, that I let 
God put His seal upon me. It has 
been to me the difference between 
success and failure. I remember the 
afternoon when I submitted com- 
pletely to Him and was sealed with 
the Holy Spirit of promise. It was 
in August of 1926, on a Sunday after- 
noon, after I had prayed for about 
six weeks, when it seemed that I 
couldn’t ever receive the experience. 
The devil said, “Young man, it isn’t 
for men like you. You want a reality. 
It is all right for old ladies, those 
easily satisfied, but you never.” Then 
I quoted the scripture from Acts 2:39, 
“For the promise is unto you, and to 
your children, and to all that are 
afar off, even as many as the Lord our 
God shall call.” I said, with a broken, 
contrite heart, “Lord, you called me, 
why can’t I receive this desire of my 
heart?” Then I became serious, got 
in dead earnest with God. Friend, you 
must mean business if you are to get 
anywhere with God. 

After I had cried out my heart to 
Him, He filled me with joy. Then I 


could say with Peter, “It is joy un- 
speakable and full of glory.” Some 
will try to discredit this experience 
but, brother, it is real even now while 
I write, after these seventeen years. 
Then the Holy Ghost came in and 
began to speak with a tongue that I 
had never learned. I could hear peo- 
ple saying that I had received the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost. I wanted 
to get up and rejoice with them but 
God had other plans for this boy who 
was looking for a reality. I wasn’t 
drunk as they supposed, but was filled 
with the Spirit, sealed with the Holy 
Spirit of promise. 

Many today are like the man in 
Matt. 12:45; Luke 11:26 who tried °“@ 
get by without this sealing process. 
After he was swept and garnished but 
empty he later found his condition 
worse than in the beginning. Why? 
Because he refused God the right to 
complete the work begun in his life. 
Let me warn you who are trying to 
get by without being sealed. You will 
spoil and you must have this exper- 
ience to meet God’s requirements. 
Why not let God seal you now with 
the Holy Spirit of promise? 

Men are asking, “What are the re- 
quirements of the rapture?” and, 
“Must I have the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost to go?” Let me tell you this, 
friend, you can go with Him we know. 
Many are trying to find out, “How 
little can I have and get by?” It seems 
that the Church is more afraid of 
perfection than imperfection. Let us 
seek God for a great outpouring of 
His Spirit all over the world, and when 
we, as the great Church of God, have 
all been sealed, there won’t be so 
much spoiling and failures as we see 
today.

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BISHOP MARSHALL, FORMER 
OVERSEER OF BARBADOS, 
PASSES 


I regret to have to report the death 
of our beloved Bishop J. H. Marshall, 
who passed away to his reward on 
September 27 while I was away on 

trip to British Guiana. 

J. H. Marshall was born in the 
Parish of St. Andrews, Barbados, 
September 17, 1860. He was brought 
up in the Anglican Church where he 
was much beloved and at an early age 
became a visitor of the sick. He was 
known as “Brother Marshall.” 

Missionaries came to Barbados 
about fifty years ago preaching a full 
gospel and he gave his heart to the 
Lord, and soon after saw the light on 
water baptism by immersion and was 
baptized. For this he was turned out 
of the Anglican Church. He then 
opened a mission in his own home 
which he called the Free Gospel Mis- 
sion. God owned and blessed him in 
this and soon he had _ to look for 
larger quarters, and then spread to 
other parts of the Island. 

When Pentecost came to Barbados 
he was among the first to receive this 
great truth, and he became more ac- 
tive, and spent many years in helping 
to carry this message not only in 
Barbados but to a number of the other 
West Indian Islands. 

When Brother J. H. Ingram paid 
his first visit to Barbados in 1936, 
Reverend J. H. Marshall was the first 
to seek fellowship with the Church of 
God. He was a loyal and faithful 
worker until three years ago when he 
became paralyzed and had not been 
able since then to take any active 
part. Yet his heart has been in the 
work while the body was too weak to 
be. In his calling, our loss is heaven’s 
ain, for he has gone to be with Jesus.

GOD IS BLESSING THE WORK IN 
THE BAHAMA ISLANDS 


Time had finally come to make 
preparations for the convention at 
Harbour Island, which lies about six- 
ty-five miles north of Nassau, Ba- 
hamas. This trip had to be made by 
boat. Harbour Island is quite small; 
in fact, just one-half mile wide and 
about seven miles long with a popu- 
lation of about seven hundred people. 

We were at the dock at eight o’clock 
in the morning and a few minutes 
later went aboard the mail boat which 
is approximately sixty feet long. It 
was a beautiful trip. The sea was very 
quiet and after about eight hours we 
saw the little island at a distance. 

Soon we could see the outline of the 
dock and noticed many strange faces 
of both Christians and unsaved. All 
seemed to wear a smile of welcome, 
which made us feel glad to be there. 
We were soon on shore where suit- 
case and brief case were picked up by 
willing hands, and we were on our 
way to the church. 

Reverend W. R. Franks and I were 
royally entertained at Brother David 
Albury’s home where we were made 
to want for nothing. Although we 
were somewhat weary from the trip, 
we forgot it when the lovely supper 
was set before us, and soon we were 
ready for the evening service at the 
church. 

God’s presence was precious in 





every service, souls being saved, sanc- 
tified, and filled with the Holy 
Ghost. The church was filled to its 
capacity, with as many on the out- 
side. Every speaker seemed to be at 
his best. However, the convention was 
far too short, because many came to 
me and asked why it couldn’t go on 
for a few more days. 


Oh, we see sO many hungry hearts 
out in these remote places in need of 
the gospel. Our hearts cry out to God 
that He might help us to do even 
more to reach precious dying humani- 
ty. When we see islands here with up 
to twenty-five villages with several 
thousand people and the Church of 
God has hardly even touched its 
shores, then we are made to say with- 
in our hearts, “Are we doing all we 
can?” I am afraid the most of us will 
say we are not. 


We really hated to leave the clos- 
ing night of the convention. There 
was such a sweet spirit among the 
people. At seven-thirty the place was 
packed and a large crowd was on the 
outside. The sermon was delivered 
and, finally, handshakes and good- 
byes. 

Then we had to work out a plan to 
get home, because the mail boat would 
not be back possibly for about ten 
days; but work calls us other places, 
so we hired a small boat to take us 
over to another church some twelve 
or fifteen miles away. We traveled 
this trip at about two and one-half 
miles an hour. We finally arrived at 
Bluff Eleuthra and had service that 
night and prepared to leave early the 
next morning for home. 


We enjoyed the hospitality of the 
good people at Bluff. Brother and Sis- 
ter Baker, the leaders of the work 
there, certainly made us feel at home. 
Also many thanks for the home I 
stayed in that night. The meeting that 
night at the church was wonderful. 
The church was packed and a hun- 
dred or more were on the outside. A 
great spirit of unity prevailed among 
the saints. The outlook at Bluff is en-

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So-Called Contradictions in the Bible 


A Chicago reader, greatly amused 
that The Sword of the Lord stands for 
the verbal inspiration of the Bible, 
writes asking the editor to explain 
some “contradictions” which he pro- 
fessed to be greatly disturbed about. 
The so-called “contradictions” were 
evidently copied from some of the lit- 
erature of infidels. I have answered 
his questions, and I believe it will do 
all young Christians good to see how 
simple it is to find the apparent dis- 
crepancies in the Bible really harmo- 
niously reconciled by a little further 
prayerful study. The Bible is the Word 
of God. There are no real contradic- 
tions, no mistakes, in the blessed Word 
of God. In the original manuscripts 
even the very words were inspired of 
God. Jesus said about the Scriptures 
that “every word ... proceedeth out 
of the mouth of God” (Matt. 4:4), and 
again Jesus said, “The scripture can- 
not be broken” (John 10:35). 

Here follows my letter to my unbe- 
lieving friend, giving his so-called 
“contradictions,” with the contradic- 
tions all explained away. 

My dear Mr. ———————-: 

Your letter, asking some questions 
about the Bible, came a few days ago 
I take it that you are young, that you 
have not made an honest study of the 
Bible as yet, but have picked up some 
of the old, old, hoary chestnuts of un- 
believers of a generation ago. I am 
sorry to see anybody with a rambling 
and frivolous approach to impor- 
tant matters, and with time to waste, 
as one would judge you have, but I 
am glad to answer your questions, and 
I assure you that a little more study 
on your own part would have solved 
all your difficulties, if you came to the 
Bible with an open heart and if you 
really were interested in finding out 
the truth about God’s Word. 

First, you seem to have some trou- 
ble with the word verbal. Verbal in- 
spiration is simply word inspiration, 
that is, inspiration of the very words 
of the original manuscripts of the 
Bible, not inspiration of the various 
translations, of course. 

1. You asked, “What kind of light 
did God create the first day, three 
days before He created the source of 
all earthly lights, the sun?” You are, 
misinformed. The sun is not the source 
of all earthly lights. The sun is not 
the source of the light from the stars. 
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Explained

The sun is not the source of the light 
from phosphorescence from lightning 
bugs, from volcanoes, from fire. Ac- 
tually, scientifically speaking, the sun 
is not an original source of light at all. 
Scientists have discovered that the 
sun is made up of elements like those 
in the earth and other planets. The 
only difference is that the sun is heat- 
ed and so at present gives off light. 
Actually, the heat that is in the sun 
had to come originally from some- 
thing else, or more literally, from 
Someone else, that is, from God. “God 
is light, and in him is no darkness,” 
says the Scriptures (1 John 1:5). The 
light of the pillar of fire which led the 
children of Israel in the wilderness, 
the light of the Shekinah glory over 
the mercy seat in the tabernacle, the 
light that shone from the transfig- 
ured Savior on the mount of trans- 
figuration, the light of the angels who 
were at the tomb after Christ was res- 
urrected, and the light that was in 
and surrounded the glorified body of 
Jesus when John saw Him as described 
in the first chapter of Revelation— 
that light was not from the sun, but 
from God “the Father of lights.” To 
say that the sun is the source of all 
light is the same as saying that there 
is no God, which is silly. The sun is 
not a creator, but is created. God said, 
“Let there be light” and later when 
He made the sun, He gave the sun the 
heat that now for these many cen- 
turies has been giving off light at 
God’s command. To make the sun, or 
any created piece of matter an orig- 
inal source in itself would be as silly 
as to say that an automobile had no 
manufacturer. 

2. You do not believe that the 
statement in Genesis 2:17, to Adam, 
“For in the day that thou eatest there- 
of thou shalt surely die.” You say that 
Adam and Eve did not die. Now, 
wouldn’t you think that any honest 
student would have looked a little 
further? If there were a brazen con- 
tradiction in the same chapter, don’t 
you think that Moses, who was in- 


spired to write it, would have detected 
it as soon as you would, and would 
have corrected it? But actually for 
anyone who gives it a moment’s 
thought, there is no contradiction. 
Throughout the Bible God speaks of 
spiritual death. Lost sinners are said 
to be “dead in trespasses and sin” 
(Eph. 2:1), “dead in sins” (Eph. 2:5), 
“dead in your sins” Col. 2:13). “Thou 
hast a name that thou livest, and are 
dead” (Rev. 3:1). So Adam and Eve 
became poor lost sinners the moment 
they disobeyed God. They becam 
spiritually dead, lost, strangers fro 
God. And that is not all; death en- 
tered into their bodies and they be- 
came mortal beings, subject to physi- 
cal death. That was the beginning of 
decay. That day they died spiritually 
and began to die physically, exactly 
as God told them. And even a casual 
investigation would have shown that 
clear meaning and the literal fulfill- 
ment of God’s warning. 

3. You find an apparent contra- 
diction in 2 Kings 2:11 which says, 
“And it came to pass, as they still 
went on, and talked that, behold, 
there appeared a chariot of fire, and 
horses of fire, and parted them both 
asunder; and Elijah went up by a 
whirlwind into heaven,” and in John 
3:13 where Jesus said about Himself, 
“And no man hath ascended up to 
heaven, but he that came down from 
heaven, even the Son of man which is 
in heaven.” You think that Jesus is 
saying that no one ever ascended to 
heaven but Him. It does appear from 
the King James version, but the dif- 
ficulty is very easily settled by one 
look at the Greek from which the 
English was translated in John 3:13. 
Actually, instead of saying, “And no 
man hath ascended up to heaven, but 
he that came down from heaven, even 
the Son of man ...,” Jesus said, “And 
no man hath ascended up to heaven, 
if not he that came down from heav- 
en.” A slight error in the translation 
makes the apparent difficulty. The 
little word “but” is a translation of 
two short Greek words, ei, me. The 
first little word, ei, is simply if, and is 
so translated 325 times in the Bible. 
The little word ma is very frequently 
translated not; is translated lest fif- 
teen times; is translated that not 
eight times, etc. Jesus was simply say-

God then told him that with that rod, 
that mere stick, he should save Israel. 
“And thou shalt take this rod in thine 
hand, wherewith thou shalt do signs.” 
And so it proved. God made it enough. 
We know all the many incidents of 
actual results wherein the rod played 
a part. 

We should all use the little things 
we have, the present means we pos- 
sess, for God, and not wait for some 
future time but use all our influence 
and wealth and power NOW. This is 
the method by which all great works 
for God have been accomplished. God 
uses the little things to do great 
things, and gathers the harvest of the 
kingdom. 

Moses was bade cast the rod down 
before the Lord. This meant that he 
was to devote it to the Lord and use 
in his mission. The work for him de- 
manded neither influence nor oratory 
which he did not possess, but only 
consecration and use of the simple 
things he had with implicit faith and 
trust in God and to do all that He 
commanded. 

God calls us to do likewise. It may 
not be great but with God’s blessing 
and power in the Holy Ghost we shall 
do the work He requires of us. He 
never gives a task beyond our powers.

Lord as the minister and teacher. 
Make your tools of craft support you 
and your family while you live for 
God. 

What is that in thine hand, Sham- 
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gar? It was anox goad with which 
he urged his lazy beasts. Yet, used for 
God, Shamgar’s ox goad defeats the 
Philistines. Suppose Shamgar had 
refused to use it because it was crude 
and ill-fashioned and small, not suit- 
ed, as he thought, to the work. No such 
honor of victory would ever have stood 
to the credit of Shamgar if such had 
been the case. But he used the goad 
as God directed and the victory was 
his and for his people. There are 
people today losing the honor of 
victory because they do not do their 
best with the things they already pos- 
Sess. 

What is that in thine hand? A pen? 
It is an instrument of great power, 
and much needed in the service of the 
kingdom. If all the editors and re- 
porters in America would throw down 
their pens before God and in entire 
consecration to Him and then use 
them for His will, what a difference 
it would make in the moral and reli- 
gious condition of this country and of 
the world! Luther once threw his ink 
well at the devil. Oh, for thousands of 
devoted writers to throw ink per- 
sistently at the devilish agencies that 
are now blighting our social life! 

What is that in thine hand, David? 
It was only a sling, a little weapon 
he had made for pleasure or with 
which he kept the wolves away from 
his sheep. Yet with that sling he slew 
Goliath, whom the whole army of 
Israel dare not meet. Some of us have 
accomplishments we have never 
thought of more seriously than as a 
source of some slight pleasure to our- 
selves or to others. We can sing, or 
play an instrument, or draw, or paint, 
or tell a story. Have you ever thought 
of using your accomplishments for 
God? Whatever your power, your 
accomplishments, or your skill, why 
not use it for God? You have no idea 
how much it may result in if you will 
only use it, as David used his sling, 
in the name of the Lord of hosts. 

What is that in thine hand? A 
bankbook, a pocketbook? Thank God 
for it. With times as they are now, 
high wages and all, more than ever 
your money should be a power in the 
Church as well as in the world. It is 
a splendid thing, much needed in 
every department of Christ’s work. 


The man who can make money and 
use it for God is to be envied. How 
much better to use your wealth this 
side of heaven for His glory than to 
leave it to rust and corrupt and fi- 
nally be fought and quarrelled over 
after your death. 

What is that in thine hand, young 
follower after Christ? Oh nothing, 
but five barley loaves and two fishes. 
Yet even as did the young lad, you may 
hear Christ say, “Bring them to me; 
give them to God,” and have the re- 
ward of seeing a whole multitude fed. 
You may be young, but use the things 
you have. You have youth; that is one 
advantage. A boy can reach other 
boys and a girl can reach other girls. 
Young men can reach other young 
men and young women can reach 
other young women. Use at this 
moment the things you have at this 
moment. When you get older you may 
have other things to use, but that can 
never take the place or make up for 
not using the things you have now. 

What is that in thine hand, poor 
widow? “Only two mites,” you Say. 
Give them to God and, behold, the 
fame of your riches fills the world and 
many others are thereby led to give, 
some out of their poverty and some 
out of their abundance. Streams of 
money have flown into the Lord’s 
treasury for the extension of His king- 
dom in the world as a result. Use 
what you have in your hand. Give 
what you have now. God judges us 
as to what we keep by what we give. 
Don’t wait to grow rich and give mil- 
lions. God will make the giving of lit- 
tles from the little you have worth 
more to you, and more to the world, 
too, than the mere thinking you would 
give millions if you had them. 

What is that in thine hand? A 
child? The Lord has blessed many 
homes with children. If He has done 
so, what possibilities of good are 
wrapped up in those children? How 
are they living now? What will their 
eternity be? The utter letdown of 
Christian upbringing in our land has 
caused the terrific rise of juvenile de- 
linquency that is such a problem of 
our nation at this hour. Alas, too many 
parents in America today are not on 
spanking terms with their children.

ted, how bad it looks. Some people 
come to church with their garments 
looking as if they had never been in- 
side a cleaning shop. A little gasoline 
or other cleaning fluid, or even a little 
soap and water would remove the 
spots. But the spots on a Christian life 
can be removed only by the blood of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. Someone asks, 
“Why do you Pentecostal people have 
to repent so much?” We answer, “Be- 
cause the Holy Ghost is constantly 
showing us the spots on our lives.” Oh 
hallelujah, for a faithful supervisor! 

Now a wrinkle is something else. A 
spot can be made in an instant. Not 
so with a wrinkle. A wrinkle in your 
garment must be pressed in and it 
takes dampening and ironing to re- 
move it. Oh, the wrinkles in the 
Christian’s life must be taken out the 
hard way. Dear friends, have you ever 
felt the washing, drying, sprinkling 
down, and laying aside for a time, 
and then finally the searing hot iron 
of God’s judgment smoothing out the 
wrinkle? Not so pleasant at the time 
but later, that deep wrinkle gone, 
comes laughter. 

Wrinkles come from leanness. A 


’ fat person has none. A lean soul is 


full of them. It is an inward work, as 
Psa. 45:13, 14, “The king’s daughter 
is. all glorious within: her clothing 
is of wrought gold. She shall be 
brought unto the king in raiment 


of needlework.” This shows the out- 
ward and inward beauty. Do you ever 
notice Him doing the needlework? Not 
so pleasant either, is it? But oh, the 
beauty of the garment when the hem- 
stitching, French knots and embroi- 
dery work is all finished! 


Wrinkles are caused by the breaking 
down of tissues because the body is 
not receiving proper nourishment. And 
oh, brother, sister, the lean, hungry, 
starving soul will soon show wrinkles.

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through the eyes of a man, Solomon. 
For example, in Ecclesiastes 1:13 the 
writer says, “And I gave my heart to 
seek and search out by wisdom con- 
cerning all the things that are done 
under heaven.” Verse 14 says, “I have 
seen all the works that are done under 
the sun.” Verse 17 says, “And I gave 
my heart to know wisdom, and to 
know madness and folly: I perceived 
that this also is vexation of spirit.” 
All the way through the book of Ec- 
clesiastes clearly professes to be the 
words of Solomon telling all he could 
learn about life with his unaided hu- 
man understanding, and without any 
divine inspiration to show him about 
the future. Then God inspired him to 
write down this human record. Thus 
we have God’s infallible record of 
Solomon’s earthly wisdom. No other 
book in the Bible professes to be writ- 
ten in this way. But not once in the 
book of Ecclesiastes are we told that 
the matter written down was revealed 
from God. Not once does Solomon pro- 
fess to speak about anything more 
than he himself had investigated and 
could see with human eyes or under- 
stood with human wisdom. And all of 
us know, of course, that to the human 
eye good men and bad men and beasts 
all alike die, and their bodies decay. 
Ecclesiastes 3:19 and 20 says no more 
than this. 

6. I am glad to help you about the 
two genealogies of Jesus, one given in 
Matthew 1:1-16, and the other in 
Luke 3:23-38. You say the two geneal- 
ogies are different. Of course they 
are! That in Matthew is the genealogy 
of Joseph, as it clearly states. Mat- 
thew 1:16 says, “And Jacob begat 
Joseph the husband of Mary, of whom 
was born Jesus, who is called Christ.” 
The genealogy in Luke is the genea- 
logy of Mary, the mother of Jesus. 
Luke 3:23 says, “And Jesus himself 
began to be about thirty years of age, 
being (as was supposed) the son of 
Joseph, which was the son of Heli.” 
Notice that the words “the son” are 
in italics in Luke 3:23, which means 
they are not in the Greek at all, but 
supplied by the translators. The verse 
should read, “And Jesus himself be- 
gan to be about thirty years of age, 
being (as was supposed) the son of 
Joseph, which was of Heli.” Heli was 
the father of Mary; Joseph, was his 
son-in-law. We are not told that Heli 
begat Joseph, for he did not. We are 
not told that Joseph was the son of 
Heli. Actually he was his son-in-law. 
Among Jews the custom was to keep 
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genealogies by fathers, of course. 
Through Joseph, His foster father, Je- 
sus had standing as having descended 
from David. Actually through Mary, 
His real mother, He did descend from 
David. And it was absolutely neces- 
sary that through Mary’s line, the 
genealogy in Luke should show the 
actual descent through Nathan, Dav- 
id’s son, instead of through Solomon 
and the kingly line who actually 
reigned following David. For, con- 
cerning Coniah, the son of Jehoikim, 
king of Judah, Jeremiah 22:30 says, 
“Thus saith the Lord, Write ye this 
man childless, a man that shall not 
prosper in his days: for no man of 
his seed shall prosper, sitting upon the 
throne of David, and ruling any more 
in Judah.” Thus, the coming Messiah 
and king of Israel had to come 
through another branch of David’s 
seed. And that is exactly what hap- 
pened. 

I have written you at some length, 
because it may be that under your 
foolishness you want to know the 
truth, or will be honest enough to in- 
vestigate now that you see how ill- 
founded and childish are the objec- 
tions of the infidels against the Bi- 
ble. If you will set out with an open 
heart to read the Word of God and 
will humbly bow to God and pray for 
wisdom to know the truth, and seek 
to turn in your heart from your sins, 
God will give you saving faith. You 
will begin to understand the Bible, 
and you will know the sweet peace oi 
forgiveness and salvation. I challenge 
you as a seeker for truth to set out to 
find out about God and the Bible with 
a prayerful, open, scientific mind. Do 
you dare do it? To that end I will help 
you if I can—In the Savior’s name, 
yours, John R. Rice.

ing in John 3:13 that no man had 


ever ascended up to heaven if He 
Himself had not. He meant that Nico- 
demus must take His word for heav- 
enly things, since He had been in 
heaven and knew the truth, that Nic- 
odemus must be born again. 

4. Your misunderstanding of 
Judges 1:19 seems childish. “And the 
Lord was with Judah; and he drave 
out the inhabitants of the mountain; 
but could not drive out the inhabit- 
ants of the valley, because they had 
chariots of iron.” But the “he” refers 
to Judah and not to the Lord. The 
meaning is, Judah drave out the in- 
habitants of the mountain, but could 
not drive out the inhabitants of the 
valley, because they had chariots of 
iron. If you had only looked in the 
seventeenth verse, two verses above, 
you would have seen that the singular 
pronoun is used referring to Judah; 
“and Judah went with Simeon his 
brother.” The Lord was with Judah, 
and Judah drove out the inhabitants 
of the mountain; but Judah could not 
drive out the inhabitants of the val- 
ley because they had chariots of iron. 
God could have done so, but God 
gave Judah only temporary and lim- 
ited help, because of that tribe’s 
sins. You must have wanted very bad- 
ly to find something wrong with the 
Bible, to accept that without any in- 
vestigation whatever, as a fault in the 
Word of God. 

5. You are puzzled, you say, by Ec- 
clesiastes 3:19,20, which says, “For 
that which befalleth the sons of men 
befalleth beasts; even one thing be- 
falleth them: as the one dieth, so 
dieth the other; yea, they have all one 
breath; so that a man hath no pre- 
eminence above a beast: for all is 
vanity. All go unto one place; all are 
of the dust, and all turn to dust 
again.” You think that contradicts 
the plain statements of Daniel 12:2 
which says some will be resurrected to 
everlasting life and some to shame 
and everlasting contempt. Again, 
your trouble is lack of investigation. 
Further study would have shown you 
the following: The book of Eccles- 
iastes clearly and repeatedly professes 
to speak only regarding this life, and 
of the things “under the sun,” as seen
